THE MONTH. 


Ovr readers will find in another part of the present number a full report of the 
various meetings which have been held in London in connexion with the Week of 
Prayer. We believe we may truly say that the interest in this annual season of 
supplication is growing both wider and deeper. We have received very gratifying 
reports from various parts of the Continent, as well as of our own country, showing 
that the attendance has been large, and the spirit of devotion very earnest and 
sustained. We trust and pray that the Holy Spirit will impress all hearts with the 
duty of watching in the same spirit of prayer for the blessings upon the Church and 
the world which the Lord's people have so earnestly and unitedly besought the God 
of all grace to bestow. It is suggested that at the Monthly and Quarterly Meetings 
for Prayer and Conference, held during the year by the Branches of the Alliance, - 
many of the most important subjects for prayer, as indicated in the Programme for 

the Universal Week of Prayer, might be very appropriately presented at the Throne 
of Grace from time to time. 


The Hindu religious reformer who visited this country some years ago, and was 
received in many circles with warm welcome, has been removed by death. Keshub 
Chunder Sen was the founder of the Brahmo Soomaj, but his views had not sufficient 
vitality, nor his character sufficient weight, to make that movement a success. 
Others of his countrymen, before him, had endeavoured to rehabilitate Hinduism on 
a Deistical basis ; but all such attempts are doomed to failure. Nothing but the 
Gospel can cast out the evil spirit of heathenism. 


An important meeting bas been held at Durham, under the presidency of the 
Lord-Lieutenant of that county, at which the Bishop brought forward a scheme for 
building twenty-five additional churches in the diocese, and mission chapels where 
required. The expense was to be met by raising £60,000 in five years, and more 
than half that sum has been already promised. 


At a meeting of the Church Missionary Society held at 3 Earl 
Cairns made an impressive speech on the subject of Christian Missions. He said 
that he regarded it as England’s highest honour that she had been, more than other 
nations, the means of spreading the Gospel throughout the world. The results of 
missionary labours during the last fifty years had been marvellous, with which 
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Archdeacon Farrar presided at the first of a series of Exeter Hall Concerts, 
promoted by the National Temperance League. He said that he thought amuse- 
ment and recreation were becoming more and more necessary for a healthy life, and 
that we should not “ pass a single day without reading a beautiful poem, hearing a 
beautiful song, or looking at a beautiful pictare.” 5 


The most thoroughgoing and systematic upholder of Evolution bas an article in 
the Nineteenth Century which prophesies. the necessary extinction of religion. 
Mr. Herbert Spencer believes that the universe goes on by a process of self-develop- 
ment, to be followed by a process of dissolution. Religion has had its origin in 
men's vain hopes and idle fears. It has well-nigh had its day, and must disappear— 
as, indeed, everything else must also in its turn. A great deal of this philosophy is 
mere assumption, and we might say of it, as was said of fatalism, that it is the religion 
or the philosophy of despair. 


A Central Council has been established at the Mansion House, under the 
auspices of the Lord Mayor, to deal with the problem of overcrowding. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Lord Salisbury, and Lord Shaftesbury-have agreed to act as 
Vice-Presidents, and many other distinguished persons have promised to lend their 
aid. We believe that the main object of the Council will be to see that the existing 
sanitary laws are more adequately administered. 


The Committee of the London City Mission has published a pamphlet, entitled 
“ Down in the Depths of Outcast London,” explaining the nature of the work which 
it has been carrying on. The society claims to have effected a great improvement 
in the morals and conduct of some of the lowest of the people. 


A Committee, presided over by the Vicar of Brompton, has carried on inquiries 
for the purpose of ascertaining independently the actual state of the facts in regard 
to the poor districts of the metropolis. The Vicar states it as his opinion that the 
statements made were not only verified, but surpassed. He thinks that g great deal 
of blame attaches to the agents of the landlords of the overcrowded districts, and 
says the time has come when they are no longer to be allowed to shelter themselves 
existing in the properties under 
their con 


The American evangelists, Messrs. Moody and Sankey, have lost none of their 
power to attract and impress vast masses of people. The services which they have 
been conducting in various districts of the metropolis this winter have been equal in 
every point to those of former years. The evangelistic labours öf the new year 
were entered on at Clapham on the first Sunday in Janaary. The building at - 
Wandsworth had been transferred to a suitable site abutting on Queen’s Road, 
Battersea. Here Mr. Moody began his work, after having spent the Christmas 
season at Paris, where he had spoken with much power. The accounts of the 
results which followed the Mission Services at Stepney during December are very 
satisfactory and gratifying, and we hear of similar blessing following the Clapham 
Mission. All who have drunk of the spirit of their Lord and Master will rejoice 
and give thanks as they read of, or may be permitted to witness, the power of the 
Holy Spirit upon the souls of numbers who were spiritually outcasts, aud whom the 
Lord is now gathering into His garner. There is a call here for the earnest and 
continued prayers of the people of God. 
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We understand that one of the brethren set apart by the Wesleyan Metholist 
Conference for evangelistic work has been invited by the Nonconformist ministers 
of Norwich to hold a mission in that city, All the member: of the meeting pledged 
themselves to support him to the utmost of their power. This is a step whic is 
likely to be followed by excellent results. Much of Mr. Moody's success is con- 
feasediy due to that co-operation of all denominations which he secures. A similar 
combination in other cases will doubtless pave the way to larger results for good than 
can be reasonably looked for when denominational jealousie: prevent united action. 


The Rev. Dr. Monro Gibson has resumed his course of lectures at Aldersgate 
Street, taking for his subject “ The Symmetry of the Bible.’ 


Mr. Mackonochie has written to the Bishop of London, asking leave to “ with- 
draw from the living of St. Peter's, London Docks. After seventeen years of 
conflict with the Ecclesiastical Courts, carried on through three separate suits, he 
has at last yielded to the necessities of the case. The decree of deprivation was 
pronounced by Lord Penzance in ** of last year, although it has only now

The Islington Clerical Meeting took place on Tuesday, January 15, at Bishop

against the Bishop of Manchester for his refusal to institate the Rev. Harry Cowgill, 
whom the plaintiff had presented to the benefice. Mr. Cowgill had been curate to 
the Rer. 8. F. Green, against whom proceedings were taken under the Pablic 
Worship Regulation Act, for indulging in what are known as Ritualistic practices, 
and during Mr. Green's imprisonment for disobedience to the monitions of Lord 
Penzance, he had charge of the church when the benefice was sequestered and 
subsequently vacated. Sir Percival Heywood presented Mr. Cowgill, but the Bishop 
refused to institute on the ground that he would not give any assurance that he 
would discontinue the practices, in which he had admittedly assisted while acting as 
curate to Mr. Green. This refusal was, as alleged, an interference with the rights 
of the plaintiff as the patron, and hence this action. His Lordship having in an 
elaborate judgment reviewed the facts and the law bearing on the case, said he came 
to the conclusion that he was bound to give judgment for the defendant, for whom 
he gave verdict and judgment, with costs. i 


LITERARY. 


Draru seems to come with special power to move the hearts of survivors at once with 
the deepest pathos of sorrow and the most solemn and stimulating emotions of holy 
faith, when those are cut off in the early fervour of their days who have consecrated 
themselves with rare courage and zeal to the blessed Master's service. When the 
grey head of the aged Christian is laid to rest in the narrow bed, there is a sense of 
satisfaction mingled with the mourning, for it is felt that he has accomplished the 
measure of his days and achieved the possibilities of his life; his sun has declined 
to its setting in the evening, and his tale of work has been brought to its appropriate 
close. But when the young and ardent are suddenly cut down and taken from the 
ripening harvest springing up around them thick and fast from the seed they have 
been so busy sowing, 72seems as if a cry of disappointed hope mingles its bitterness 
with the sorrow of bereavement. But God's ways are not as our ways. Sometimes He 
makes an early death to bear more fruit for Himself than could have been achieved 
by the labours of a protracted lifetime. The memoirs of M‘Cheyne, written by 
Andrew Bonar, carried a kindling fire of spiritual revival far and wide; and now 
from the pen of Dr. Horatius Bonar (James Nisbet and Co.) we have a biography 
which we cannot but trust aud hope will exert a most stimulating effect on the. minds 
of many a minister, student, and missionary worker. It is the life of his own son-in- 
law, the Rev. G. Theophilus Dodds, the son of the Free Church Minister of Lochee, a 
suburb of Dundee. For five years he laboured with extraordinary diligence and 
success in connexion with the McAll Mission in France. Having gone for a short 
rest to Buisson Luzas, he was there attacked with illness from having eaten some 
unwholesome mushrooms, and, in his exhausted state, his constitution was not able 
to rally from the effects of the poison. The French doctor who attended him was 
deeply interested in him and the little he heard of his life-work. He said of him, 
“ C’est un soldat tombé a la bréch” (He is a soldier fallen in the breach). A marble 
monument was erected to his memory by the subscriptions of more than a thousand 
of his Paris ouvriers as a mark of their affection. The interest of the work, however, 
is not so much merely personal as one arising from the intimate view it gives of that 
remarkable movementnow going on in France—a movement which has already achieved 
an extraordinary success, and, we trust, is destined, in conjunction with other Christian 


efforts, to revive in that land of martyrs the living spirit of that faith for which their 
forefathers so nobly suffered. 
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Samuel Rutherford was one of those eminently holy men whose names have an 
enduring sweeiness in the memory of the Christian Church. Few have lived who 
have been so completely possessed with a quenchless glow of ardent affection for 
the Saviour. That personal love was his most distinguishing characteristic, although 
he was richly endowed with many gifts and qualities. We are glad to welcome 
a short biography of him, from the pen of Dr. Andrew Thomson, of Edinburgh 
(Hodder and Stoughton), under the general title of. Men Worth Rememberinr 
The latter part of the volume, under the title of Honey from the Honeycomb.“ 
gives a selection from Rutherford's letters, arranged according to the topics. 
Unfortunately, the style of Rutherford’s writings does not possess the lucidity and 
beauty of that of his saintly fellow-countryman, Robert Leighton; but they are 
often lit up with poetical touches, often profound in their observations, and always 
animated with a most earnest and elevated spirit. None can read them without 
feeling himself brought into contact with a soul filled with the sanctifying influences 
of the Holy Ghost; and we trust this little record of such a man will carry a bless- 
ing with it wherever it may be read. 


At a very advanced age a Christian lady lately passed away, the story of whuse 
life has been fittingly and tenderly told by her daughter, in a volume entitled A 
Memoir of Mrs. Stewart Sandeman ” (Nisbet and Co.). The writer is Mrs. Barbour, 
of Bouskied, already known by her previous writings, and the sister of the Rev. 
David Sandeman, who went out some years ago as a missionary to China to assist 
William Burns, but who did not long survive his entrance on his labours. Mrs. 
Sandeman was niece to the celebrated Lady Nairne, the author of “ The Land o’ the 
Leal, and possessed a little touch of poetical genius herself. Many of her verses 
are included in the Memoir,” and these breathe a genuine Christian spirit. The 
motto of her life was “ Jesus only,” and it was like a summer day, shining with 
long serenity, and ending tranquilly and sweetly. 


From the Religious Tract Society we have received the third volume of 
„Present Day Tracts,” which fully maintains the level of the two volumes we 
noticed previously." The paper on “ The Rise and Decline of Islam,” by Sir William 
Muir, touches on a system in which, at! the present political crisis, we are called on 
to take more than an ordinary interest. A glance at other systems of faith than 
our ownds also embodied in Dr. Legge’s paper on Christianity and Confucianism 
Compared.” The other papers deal respectively with the Origin of Man, the 
Authorship of the Pentateuch, the Authenticity of the Gospels, and Modern 
Materialism ; and are all of them able and readable productions. The importance 
and variety of the topics, and the small space in which they are treated, make these 
tracts a kind of miniature library on thé religious questions of the day. 


The Tract Magazine for 1883 (Religious Tiact Society) is a very pleasant 
little volume, containing a considerable variety of matter especially suited to enter- 
tain and benefit the young. One very good feature in the contents we consider to 
be the short biographies and narratives, such as those of Sir Titus Salt, Pastor 
Fliedner, etc. The whole constitutes a nice little book for the shelf or little library 
belonging to the children of the family, and will be found, we doubt not, in many a 
cottage, as well as in the homes of the well-to-do. 


We are pleased tojwelcome an old friend with a new face, or, to speak more 
correctly, a couple of old friends “like two.single gentlemen rolled into one.” To 
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put it plainly, the Illustrated Missionary Neue has united itself with The 
Regions Beyond, and ander the double title the periodical is to appear monthly in 
fatare. The editor, Mrs. Grattan Guinness, is anxious that the paper should be 
placed on a self-sustaining basis, so as not to be a charge on the funds of the East 
London Institute. She makes an appeal to those friends who send their donations 
for the support of the work, to add half-a-crown to the sum for The Regions 
Beyond, by which means the object in view would be accomplished. The present 
number is illustrated with some excellent engravings, and gives us tidings from 
various parts of the world, the Livingstone Inland Mission in Africa having the 
place of honour. There is also some account of the work which is done at home, 
meanwhile, by the students at Harley House, while they are preparing for the foreign 
field. Not far from the College stand the Srrancen’s Rest and the WTOOu- 
Home for sailors of various nationalities; and there is also the Asiatic Houx, of 
the interior of which a wood-cut is given, representing a motley group of Orientals 
attired in their various outlandish garbs, but all apparently at home in the quarters 
provided for them. “The Asiatic Home is an example of that practical Christianity 
which brings home to Mosle\ps and heathens the true nature of the faith we profess 
ch The periodical is published by Elliot 
Stock. 


The Contemporary Pulpit has commenced its career with the beginning of 
the present year (W. Swan, Sonnenschein and Co.). The contents include sermons, 
outline sermons, and sermon notes, a sermon to children, and an expository section, 
literary notes, and an article on Church life in Britain; so that there is considerable 
variety within the narrow limit within which the object of the periodical is confined. 
The list of contributors is also a most respectable one, including very well known 
names; so that there seems to be good promise of success. Scotland and England, 

Church and Dissent, are all worthily represented in these pages.

Open Doors is the title of a new magazine by Mrs. Meredith, and published 
by Elliot Stock. It is to be an organ for reporting woman’s work in various 
branches of missionary and philanthropic effort. Large premises on the Clapham 
Road have been secured as head-quarters for the Association. The Missionary 
Ixsxrrorx ror Women is intended to provide an opportunity for Christian 
‘women “to advance the Gospel by giving themselves wholly to serve in it, 
howsoever and wheresoever they may be called.“ The magazine aims at being 
“especially adapted to the requirements of the higher and educated classes of 
women.“ The present number contains an interesting artiele on the Princess Mary 
Village Homes, acknowledgment of donations for the Nine Elms Mission, etc. 


In the New Biographical Series published by the Religious Tract Society we 
are glad to see Luther followed by Calvin and Farel. These brief lives are fitted to 
be eminently useful, and we trust they will secure a very large circulation. They 
will aid very mach in conveying a true idea of the real character of the Reformation, 
in opposition to the loose and mistaken views which are too prevalent. Hardly 
any man has been more hated and more unscrupulously aspersed and misrepresented 
than Calvin. Papists, infidels, and worldlings of all sorts and shades cannot away 
with him. Yet it is doubtful if any man since the days of the Apostle Paul has 
accomplished more for the cause of Christ. His lofty intellect, profound knowledge 
of Scripture, indefatigable labours, and exalted piety have surrounded his name with 

a lustre which will only shine out more clearly the more the Gospel triumphs. 
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Friendly Greetings (Religious Tract Society) is a title that at once 
conciliates good-will ; and in the case of the publication which bears this taking 
title, the contents do not at all belie the outward designation. The volume 
containing the numbers from 158 to 182 has in it an immense variety of interesting 
matter, rendered still more attractive by above a hundred engravings from designs by 
the best artists. Some of the pictures are moreover made more brilliant by being 
printed in colours; while, to keep them in countenance in their rich and varied lines, 
we have a few illuminated texts, occupying each an entire page, and showing a good 
deal of inventive skill in their ornamental borderings. These Readings for the 
People” are also made up in sixpenny packets, containing twelve numbers. Martin 
Luther figures in one of them, sitting in his home at Christmas time, surrounded by 
his family, and singing to the acSompaniment of a musical instrument which he is 
playing, while the fir-tree on the table shines with its many tapers like little stars of 
light. The articles are very short, and therefore better fitted to be popular with the 
humbler class, who have neither time nor inclination for long-winded and ponderous 


' prosings. It is pleasant reading for both old and young. 


Ireland, which is now the most bigoted, Papistical country on the face of the 
earth, was a thousand years ago the most enlightened region of the West. “Her 
learned men were the pride of courts, and her missionaries carried the pure Gospel 
far and wide. Germany and Switzerland, to a great extent, were Christianized from 
Ireland. Her messengers went forth by bands of twelves ; twelve brethren under an 
abbot, with their wives and families, forming the nucleus of a community,” and 
settling in the wilds of some heathen land. Such was the Church of the Culdees, 
which, and not Rome, was chiefly instrumental in Christianizing the heart of Western 
Europe. A tale entitled Bilihild,” which is a historic and not a fictitious name, has 
been written by Professor Ebrard, of Erlangen, in illustration of these religious 
missions of the Culdees, and is retold in English by Julie Sutter (Religious Tract 
Society). It is well worth reading, especially as but fittle is popularly known of the 
age and the characters it deals with. 


When old age impairs the sight, while at the same time it disables the limbs 
from active work, the enforced leisure is apt to be very tedious and irksome indeed. 
A little reading, if it can be managed, is a capital solace for the old, and books 
printed in large type are, therefore, very likely to be welcome. The Religious Tract 
Society have not forgotten to provide for the necessities of such a class, and we have 
from them Nos. 52 and 53 of their Large Type Series. One of these contains eight 
papers connected with the sea, beginning with All Hands on Deck; in the other 
we have the “Shepherd of Salisbury Plain,” and other writings of Hannah More, 
that good lady of Bristol, and friend of Dr. Samuel Johnson, whose name we are glad 
to see returning again into popular favour. 


What happy little creatures children must be now-a-days, when such a multitude 
of delicious toy-books come out yearly for their benefit! It is enough to make old 
folks wish they were young again. From the Religious Tract Society we have a few 
with good reading and capital pictares: “ Our Pretty Village; The Blackbird’s 
Nest; Rosa, the Little Cousin from India; Little Antonie and the Bear.” A 
wet afternoon will not be hard to spend with one of these little books in hand, even if 
there should be nobody to play with, and no chance of getting out for a walk

It is raining the nation very fast, and yet 
some of the people at home say it does no harm than a man twirling his thumbs. It 


ought to remove the stigma by prohibiting the importation. It is so difficult to give up the 
smoking when once indulged in. If you saw the patients here, for nights unable to procure 
sleep for aches and pains innumerable, you would understand much better what an evil it is. 
The Lord is giving us encouragement in the work. There are several candidates for baptism, 
and we hope to receive one of two by the end of thé month. The Chinese are ready to 
believe every sort of absurd stories. They say, some that have been here have taken of our 
tea, which has so stupefied them that they have returned home and pulled down their idols ; 
others say if they eat our medicine, they will die in two years. If any one commits suicide, 
he is sure to have come in contact with an evil spirit; or if any one’s family is disobedient, 
the parents are sure to say they are suffering for some predecessor's sin. Everybody blames 
every one else, There are many calls here to go and save those who have poisoned them- 
selves with opium. China is a dreadful place. 


INDIA. 


From the account written by the Rev. Robert Clark we take the following extract 
relating to the Punjab Mission of the Church of England Missionary Society : “It was in the 
year 1849 that God put it into the heart of one of His faithful servants, an officer in the 
East India Company's army (one who, like Cornelius the centurion, feared God, and gave 
much alms, and prayed to God always), to seek for God's glory in making Christ's salvation 
known in the country of the Punjab. He was, as we have said, a man of prayer, who shut 
the door of his closet and prayed, and then came forth to act for God, with a purpose and 
a courage which everywhere were blessed in all that he undertook. As be loved to pray in 
secret, so also he loved to work in secret; and when the second Sikh war terminated with 
the annexation of the Punjab, after the battle of Gujerat, our centurion friend first laboured 
fervently in his prayers to God for the country and people of the Punjab, and thea anony- 
mously, and as he thought secretly, sent Rs. 10,000 to the Church Missionary Society, with 
the request that they would commence missionary work in our new dependency. He did so 
through a Presbyterian missionary, the Rev. John Newton, who, after forty-nine years of 
faithful ministry, still labours in Lahore, revered and honoured by all, together with the 
Rev. C. W. Foreman, his son-in-law, and with his sons, all of them missionaries, and all 
working around him, with the exception of one, who now rests from his missionary labours in 
God's presence above. Thus happily commenced the society's work in the Punjab; and 
thus commenced also the intimate relationship of the Church Missionary Society with the 
American Board of Missions, which has now existed for more than thirty years. Whatever 


of other Churches.

ion of union and brotherly love we are fulfilling His holy will, and working for the 

advancement of His kingdom. A very interesting feature in the observance of the Week 
of Prayer in India, Japan, China, and other heathen lands, is the warm and increasing in- 
terest taken in it by the native Christians.
